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A  mother’s  aosiety,  solicitude  and  care  are 
known  only  to  herself.  Her  sufferings  are  mani¬ 
fold,  and  ofien-timcs  severe  and  long  continued  ; 
bat  the  wisdom  of  God  has  connected  the  purest 
pleasures,  the  sweetest  joys,  the  most  endearing 
leiicity,  with  a  mother's  privations.  Though  she 
may,  by  sickness  and  pain,  want  and  misery,  fre¬ 
quently  regret  having  taken  upon  herself  the  du¬ 
ties  of  a  parent,  yet,  it  is  but  a  momentary  feel- 
ilg,  for  the  playful  smiles,  the  ’sprightly  prattle, 
the  laugh  of  Joyous,  rosy  innocence,  amply  re¬ 
pay  a  motlier  for  all  her  anguish,  sorrow  and  grief. 
Bow  sweet  the  sound  of  “mother,”  as  it  comes 
from  the  lips  of  the  bright  eyed,  cherub  boy  or 
gill !  How  many  endearing  recollections  are  as¬ 
sociated  with  the  name — “  my  mother  !" 

For  the  better  illustration  ol  my  subject,  I  will 
select  one  or  two  more  examples  from  real  life, 
to  make  visible  the  deplorable  consequences  of 
ignorance,  with  reference  to  the  physical  cduca- 
ttoo  of  children  ns  connected  with  popular  errors : 
ioasnsuch  as  I  have  said,  that  igcorance  is  the 
primary  cause  of  all  the  misery  we  suffer.  Wit¬ 
ness  that  mother  with  an  only  daughter.  The 
rainbows  of  hope  illumine  her  revet ies  by  day, 
and  her  dreams  by  night.  She  looks  forward 
with  impatience  to  the  time  when  the  swollen 
bud  will  blossom,  and  bring  forth  fruit  to  bless, 
brighten  and  cheer  her  pathway.  Lavish  of  her 
assiduities  and  kindness,  she  indulges  the  pleas¬ 
ing  expectations  thatvjier  long-cherished  antici¬ 
pations  will  soon  be  realized.  Unhappily,  how¬ 
ever,  she  discovers,  that  the  growth  of  her  daugh¬ 
ter  is  checked — that  she  has  a  pale  and  sickly 
aspect.  Apprehensive  of  some  affliction  being 
about  to  bef.ll  her  daughter,  she  guards  her  with 
the  utmost  dilligcnce.  She  is  wholly  conhued 
within  doors — is  nut  allowed  to  run,  play,  and  di¬ 
vert  herself  as  usual.  Although  considered  un- 
ibleto  work,  she  is,  (through  a  mistaken  philoso¬ 
phy)  still  kept  at  her  studies. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  mischievous  of  the 
popular  errors  of  which  I  am  speaking.  It  is 
one,  too,  of  universal  prevalence.  With  the 
major  part  of  mankind,  (especially  those  who 
"earn  their  bread  with  the  sweat  of  their  brews”) 
nothing  is  called  labor  but  manual  exercise.  In 
accordance  with  this  idea,  the  children  of  such 
persons,  are  sent  to  school,  when  sickly  and  de¬ 
bilitated,  since  learning  is  considered  only  a  pas¬ 
time.  For  example.  Has  the  farmer  a  son  of 
delicate  strength  and  feeble  constitution  ?  He  is 
sent  to  college.  Has  the  mother  a  daughter  un¬ 
able  to  undergo  domestic  duties  in  the  kitchen  ? 
She  IS  sent  to  the  Female  Seminary.  Thus  are 
our  colleges,  academies,  and  seminaries  through- 
ont  the  United  States,  filled  !  Need  we  wonder, 
then,  that  many  a  promising  son  and  daughter 
have  found  therein  a  premature  grave!  that  men 
of  science  are  almost  always  valetudinarians  ! 

But  to  return.  The  child  is  kept  constantly 
at  study,  although  it  complains  of  indisposition 
and  inability  to  perform  its  task.  It  is  nut  lung,

DR.  CLOWES’  ESSAYS. 

Dr.  Clowes  in  his  remarks  on  Luke  xx  :  35, 
published  in  your  paper  of  March  12ih,  says,  "  I 
l^iiiiain,  and  I  call  on  every  person  who  under- 
Hands  the  Greek  language  to  cx|M)se  me  if  I  am  i 
aroog,  that  onr  Saviour  spoke  in  the  past  tense, ' 
ind  that  his  language  is  exactly  equivalent  to 
Mhbst!  persons  who  have  been  accounted  wor- 
ihf,’  ”  ttt^* 

'it  is  truly  astonishing  that  a  man  of  Dr.  C.’s 
erudition  sjtould  have  made  the  above  assertion  ; 
Slid  it  shows  how  little  reliance  should  be  placed 
oa  rerbal  criticisms  of  the  original  Scriptures, 
when  the  writer  is  endeavoring  to  establish  some 
favorite  theory.  The  woid  in  the  original  is  a 
participle  of  the  aorisl,  that  is,  ns  its  name  iin- 
porii,'  indefinite.  Tliese  tenses  though  often 
used  in  regard  to  tlie  past,  sometimes  have  a  pre¬ 
sent  or  a  fiiiure  signification,  especially  in  ihe 
subjunctive  and  impeiative  moods.  Of  tliis  nu¬ 
merous  examples  might  be  readily  adduced. 
But  1  will  only  refer  the  learned  reader,  to  the 
partieipleB  of  ihe  first  and  second  aorists  used  in 
Mark  xvi :  15,  16.  I  suppose  no  one  wiJI  deny 
that  these  participles  have  a  future  signihcation  ; 
but  according  to  Dr.  C.'s  translation  of  the  pas¬ 
sage  in  Luke,  they  should  be  thus  rendered, 
“  Let  those  who  have  gone  into  all  the  world, 
preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature.  He  that 
hath  believed,  and  hath  been  baptized,  shall  be 
sared,  end  he  that  hath  not  believed  shall  be  damn¬ 
ed.”  Dr.  C.  acknowledges  that  the  translations 
are  all  against  him,  except  Beza’s  ;  and  I  desiie 
M  be  informed  by  what  means  he  determines  that 
Beza’s  “  bahiH  fuerinl"  is  not  the  future  subjune- 
iite  ?

When  I  arrived  here,  Br.  Geofge  R.  Brown, 
an  efficient,  zealous  and  talented  young  man,  was 
engaged  in  preaching  in  this  and  the  adjoining 
counties ;  but  not  being  sufficiently  supported 
and  encouraged,  he  left  about  one  year  ago  for 
his  former  resilience  in  Ohio.

able  to  bear  it,  [  have  followed  the  e.xample  of 
the  great  apostle  in  laboring  with  rny  own  hands 
for  the  support  of  my  family;  (in  the  Winter  at 
my  former  profession  of  school  keeping,  and  in 
the  Summer,  in  bringing  my  little  farm  under  a 
proper  state  of  cultivation ;)  and  1  have  the 
satisfaction  of  seeing  my  exertions  blessed,  in 
lestoring  me  in  same  degree  to  my  former  con¬ 
dition  in  life.  The  condition  of  every  iiidustrions 
settler  is  fast  becoming  more  eligible,  and  with 
it,  tho  prospects  of  renewed  exertions  in  ths 
cause  of  scieace  and  religion  is  more  piomiaing. 

I  look  forward  to  a  time  not  far  distant,  when  I 
shall  again  enter  the  Gospel  field,  better  prepared 
from  experience,  reflection  and  additional  study,
